NOTIFICATION 

GSR 661 (E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by Section 38 of the Spices Board Act, 1986 (10 
of 1986), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules to amend the Spices Board Rules, 
1987 namely:— 

1. (1) These Rules may be called the Spices 
Board (Amendment) Rules, 1987. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

In the Spices Board Rules, 1987 (hereinafter re¬ 
ferred to as the said rules), in rule 4, for clause (f) of 
sub-rule (1), the following clause shall be substituted, 
namely:— 


“(f) three members to represent the major spice 
producing States;” 

3. In the said rules, for rule 5, the following rule 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

“5. Term of office of members (1) Save as here¬ 
inafter provided, a member of the Board 
shall hold office for such period not ex¬ 
ceeding three years from the date of his 
appointment as may be specified in the 
notification appointing him as such ; 

Provided that a member elected or appointed un¬ 
der sub-rule (1) rule 4 shall cease to be such mem- 
her if he ceases (i) to be a member of the House 
of Parliament by virtue of which he was elected; 

(ii) to hold the office by virtue of which he was 
appointed; or 

(iii) to represent the category from which he was 
appointed. 

(2) A member elected or appointed to fill a casual 
vacancy shall hold office so long as the member whose 
place he fills would have been entitled to hold office 
if the vacancy had not occurred.” 

4. In the said rules, in sub-rule (2) of rule 11, 

(i) for sub-clause (c) of clause (i), the following sub¬ 
clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

“(c) one of the members appointed imder clause 
(f) of sub-rule (1) of rule 4 to be nomina¬ 
ted yearly by rotation;” and 

(ii) for sub-clause (c) clause (ii) the follow¬ 
ing sub-clause shall be substituted, 
namely :— 

“(c) one of the members appointed under clause 
(f) of sub-rule (1) of rule 4 to be nominat¬ 
ed yearly by rotation.”
